The action came as 
a last resort as the union-industry stale- 
mate failed to yield to presidential pleas 
that the national welfare must come first. 

There is no certainty, however, that 
the anticipated 80-day injunction and 
back-to-work order will lead to a so- 
lution. With both industry and the union 
in bitter dispute over fundamental issues, 
another walkout at the end of that pe- 
riod could throw the economy into a 
tailspin of huge proportions. 

Those familiar with the extent of the 
dispute feel that chances for a non-infla- 
tionary settlement have become more re- 
mote. As the President says, the dispute 
“seems to be getting down more and 
more to a trial of strength between two 
groups with the American public the 
greatest loser.” 

There is some hope in the view also 
expressed by the President that he has 
no intention of “seeing the American 
public be the greatest loser.” 

In a very real sense, free collective 
bargaining is indeed on trial. The steel- 
workers and the industry appear to 
have forgotten how to bargain. The pat- 
tern set by Benjamin Fairless, former 
U.S. Steel president, more than a decade 
aco of acceding to whatever demands the 
union made and passing them on as price 
increases to steel users will be difficult 
to break. This inflationary escalator 
business is a major issue. 

The basic demand of management on 
an industry-wide basis that any in- 
crease in labor costs be offset by elimi- 
nation of wasteful work practices has 
brought even more determination to re- 
sist on the union’s part. But this vast 
concentration of economic power on the 
part of management and the union on 
an industry-wide basis has become so 
apparent that it could result in drastic 
government action. 

It thus becomes mandatory for the 
good of the nation, of the steel industry 
and steelworkers that bargaining be re- 
sumed in good faith. The American pub- 
lic must not be made the sacrificial goat 
in this power struggle. Congress and the 
administration cannot permit it. 

Steel can forego some of its profits 
and the union can lessen some of its ée- 
mands without much damage to either

Hardwoods in Georgia 
Are Potential Bonanza 


Georgia moved a step nearer to capi- 
talizing on its hardwood trees when the 
Savannah Evening Press in its Thursday 
edition successfully used newsprint which 
the Herty Foundation Laboratory de- 
veloped from Southern hardwoods. 

Experiments of this kind together 
with continued research could well lead 
to considerable benefits being realized 
from hardwoods, a long-neglected poten- 
tial money crop in Georgia. 

Despite the terrific strides made in the 
state’s forestry industry it is operating at 
half throttle, as pointed out by Georgia 
Forestry Commission official W. H. Mc- 
Comb in the current issue of Georgia 
Forestry. 

That’s because hardwoods have been 
neglected. Although the state’s 250 spe- 
cies of trees all are hardwoods except 
for 15, there has been little if any selec- 
tive marking of the former for harvest. 

Finding new uses and new markets 
for hardwoods is vital to bringing about 
better management practices relating to 
the crop. McComb’s prediction of a much 
brighter future in the development and 
utilization of such trees takes on added 
significance now that Noralyn Paper 
Mills, Inc., is proceeding with construc- 
tion of a 49-million-dollar plant at Baton 
Rouge, La., for production of newsprint 
from Southern hardwoods through the 
Herty process 

This should prove to be only the be- 
ginning in opening a new era in hardwood 
production and thereby adding millions 
of dollars to the Georgia economy.

Atlanta — The just pride of At- 
lanta in the celebration of becom- 
ing a “Big M” city — a million or 
more people — should be a re- 
minder of a similar sort of cele- 
bration a half century ago. 

As a boy I came to Atlanta from 
West Vriginia in September, 1909, 
to go to school at G.M.A. I re- 
member I rode into the Terminal 
Station on “Ole No. 37” after two 
days of travel. Atlanta. then 
seemed as far from Beckley as 
we are from Tokyo today. 

In the months following there 
was speculation in The Constitu- 
tion and The Jpurnal as to how 
many people would be found to 
live in Atlanta in the coming cen- 
sus of 1910. Some predicted it 
might be as much as a hundred 
thousand! The Richmond Times 
Dispatch got into the picture with 
similar speculations and some 
bragging. As the months passed 
on the Atlanta papers and the 
Richmond papers carried on an 
entertaining tilt of wit, wisdom, 
and wishing for the distinction of 
being the larger of the two great 
cities. Pictures of points of in- 
terest in the rival cities were used 
freely, as well as stories of excel- 
ling greatnesss, of community 
pride and governmental excel-

What a surge of pride in At- 
lanta when it turned out that the 
city’s mayor and council were to 
go to Richmond as the winners!

Hundreds of dead fish floated 
down the South River near Mc- 
Donough over the weekend, prob- 
ably poisoned by some pollution 
upstream near Atlanta. 


“We were catching crappie and 
bream when all of a sudden these 
dead fish came floating by,” Mrs. 
Ozie Lovett, 304 Henry Ave., SW, 
reported. “There must have been 
hundreds of them.” 


Fulton Lovell, director of the 
State Game and Fish Commission, 
said that South River ‘“‘carries a 
lot of pollution from the Atlanta 
area.” 


PLANE CLEANER CITED 


“The situtation teeters close to 
the balance where a fish can’t 
live,” Lovell said. ‘“‘We have had 
other cases of dead fish reported 
from there many time. One proba- 
ble cause is a solution they use 
to clean airplanes at the airport. 
After a heavy rain a concentra- 
tion of this stuff will hit the river 
and kill a lot of fish.” 


Jack Gray, airport manager, 
said Sunday night that the water 
waste from the airport went into 
the Flint River. ‘‘The airlines 
have started a process of filter- 
ing the detergents so that they 
won't pollute the water.” 


Fred J. Dickson, chief of the 
fish management division of the 
Game and Fish Department, said 
that there was “‘one little creek 
that flows from the airport into 
|another creek and then into the 
‘South River. I know it does 
because I walked it all the way 
‘back to its source some years ago 
when the water got so bad a 
farmer’s cows wouldn't drink it 
and we had to find where it came 
from. 


SEWAGE POSSIBLE CAUSE 


“We don’t want the fish in the 
Flint River killed either,’’ he 
added. 


Dickson said that he heard 
of the fish kill in the South River 
| last week and sent a man to make 
'tests. “Every time we get a big 
rain, it increases the pollution in 
the river,”’ Dickson said. 


“Fish kills are nothing new,” he 
continued. “‘We have between 25 
‘and 30 big fish kills every year. 
We have tried to get a pollution

Dickson said that any substance 
which shuts off the fishes’ nor- 
mal supply of oxygen will cause 
death. Also a killer is a rapid, 
drastic change in the acid content 
of the water, Dickson said. 


“Some industries have fought 
the pollution bills offered in the 
past,”” Director Lovell said. ‘“They 
argue the point of ‘this big payroll 
versus a few measly catfish, but 
that isn’t the point at all. We can 
have the payroll and the catfish 
and bass and bream if the plants 
use proper methods of waste 
disposal.” 


Dickson agreed: ‘We have lost 
industry just this past year in the 
state. It isn’t just a question of 
fish. Industry needs water as 
pure as it can get it. If your se- 
lected plant site is on a stream 
which is polluted upriver from 
you by another plant, you are 
going to another site—maybe in 
another state,"’ Dickson said.
